“The day closed with a heavy rain. The 
Japanese retired along the whole line, in 
some cases six to 12 miles. 

“Yesterday, Oct. 10, we reached a posi- 
tiq in the hills which lay across o&r line 
of advance. The Japanese were then a 
long @istance in front. The weather had 
them gotten warmer and the sun was 
bright. Below us om every side stretched 
the same cleared fields, which bordered 
hills varying in size amd with narrow 
passes. The fighting so far has cost us 
200 killed or wounded. 


MUKDEN, Oct, 14.—A courtler has just 
brought in for transmission to the Novoe 
Vrenya, St. Petersburg, on account of the 
fighting in the vicinity of Yentai on the 
first days. The correspondent says: 

“The Japanese must be credited with the 
fact that they have defended every inch 
marvelously. Every inch of ground they 
lost was’ soaked in biood. Our troops not 
only fought with courage, but with unpre- 
cedented coolness. It was never neces- 
sary to send them forward, they rushed 
upon the Japanese of their own accord. 
Though the attack everywhere had to be 
carried out under a cloud of bullets and 
shells, the men remained impasgive in the 
face of the most severe punishment. Of 
one company only 17 remained; every off- 
cer had been killed and a private soldier 
commanded the remnant. We frequently 
at with the bayonet, but the Japan- 
ese avoided hand to hand fighting when- 
ever they could; mowing us down with 
shell and machine gun fire, and if this 
failed to stop our rush they evacuated the 
position, throwing hand grenades and cov- 
ering the captured position with a hail of 
shells and shrapnel from their nearest bat- 
teries. Thus we suffered heavy losses: 
but, strange to say, few were killed, by 
far the greater number being wounded. 
“Several equadrons of Japanese cavalry 
and two battalions of infantry were wiped

“The Japanese made desperate efforts to to 
recover the hill held by the Voronski regi- 
ment.

Ten Million Little Gray Pellets Are 
Evidence Against Simeon B. — 
Minden, a Druggist. 


JOSEPH BEECHAM A WITNESS 


Denounces Labels as Forgery and 
Formula of Medicines as Not 
That Used by Him. 


Special to the Post-Dispetch. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 14.~—Ten million little 
gray pills were hauled into the Tombs po- 
lice court to give evidence against Simeon 
B. Minden, a druggist, and Manvel Thom- 
as and Charlies S. Horne, his assistants. 
There were, in addition, trunks full of al- 
leged counterfeited labels and boxes pro- 
duced to prove that the prisoners have been 
perpetrating a gigantic drug swindle in this 
country by trading upon the proprietary 
medicines manufactured by Joseph Beech- 
am. 

Joseph Beecham, sole proprietor of the 
Beecham pills, was “the most important 
witness called. He showed that hig pills 
were glossy and that the others had a, 
rough, dull coat. Then he stated that there 
are two stars on the genuine carton and 
only one star on the carton which he desig- 
nated as “‘fake.'’ 

Then Attorney G. G. Battle took from 
one of the trunks fifteen plates used for 
printing purpose and asked Mr. Beecham 
if he had ever given anyone permission to 
use a facsimile of the label used on the 
genuine boxes. Mr. Beecham said he had 
not. .Mr. Battle said the plates were used 
by the defendants in printing the counter- 
feit labels and that they had been taken 
from Minden's place in the trunk. “ 

Mr. Beechman was asked if he could tell 
in any other way tnan vy appearances the 
difference between his pills and those 


which he said were spurious. 

“IT can tell by the taste and by the 
smell,”” he answered. 

‘The difference is very marked,” said Mr. 
Beecham, as he placed them on tongue. 
“There is a strong flavor of oil of capsicum 
on the fakes. while there has never been 
an ingredient of this kind in yy Ba gh 

Attorneys BDdward Hyams and ph Mil- 
ler continually objected and it is estimated 
that Mr. Hyams made 100 objections during 
the brief session. He cross-e in Mr. 
Beecham and tried to force him to tell the 
formula used in manufacturing the pills. . 
This Mr. Beecham refused to do on the 
ground that the rmula was a trade se- 
ng He was eld by Magistrate Bar- 
ow. 

An attorney for the defense said that he 
thought the cases should be heard before 
a federal court or that they should be 
taken before another magistrate as he did 
not believe Barlow took an unbiased view, 
but Magistrate Barlow refused to rule on 
this point.

AM constantly receiving letters inquir- 
ing why it is that the Sunday Post- 
Dispatch (which is a different paper 

from the Post-Dispatch, the latter being 
a l-cent evening journal while the Sun- 
day is a 5-cent morning journal) should 
have 250,000 more readers than any pa- 
per west of the Mississippi and is 80 
rapidly increasing. I won't attempt to ex- 
plain it all here, but I will give one or 
two reasons. 

What is it that distinguishes a Sunday 
paper from a week-day paper so that the 
public buy it in larger numbers at five 
times the price? It cannot be the tele- 
graphic and local news or the Editorial 
Page, which appear every day in the week. 
It must therefore be the special Sunday 
Features. Aside from the colored Comic 
Section, these, in nearly all papers, are 
embraced in what is known as the Sunday 
Magazine. 

Now let us examine this Sunday Mag- 
azine, which is so much of a novelty in 
journdlism (having grown up in the past 
eight years) that it is still a mystery to 
the vast majority of Editors. The average 
Magazine in the average Sunday newspa- 
per is the deadest part of the whole pro- 
duction. 

The reason for this is obvious. Not 
knowing how to make their own Sunday 
Magazine out of local subjects, they fill 
up with “syndicate matter” sent out by 
photograph factories and literary machine 
shops in New York.

Mrs. Marion Foster Washburne, discussr 
ing in the North American Review the “‘In- 
] Custrion expansion of women which has 

marked the last quarter of a century,” 
makes the true point that, while it has 
brought about a ehange in the forms of 
feminine activities, it has not been for 
them any new introduction into industry. 

Relatively to the population, there were 
more feminine workers in the United 
States a eentury ago than there are now, 
and their part manufacturing produc- 
tien was greater then than now. Mrs. 
Washburne goes into this matter only 
casually, but it is of pivotal Importance 
in her discussion. 

When Harriet Martineau reported, in 
1840, that she found only seven employ- 
ments open to women in this country— 
teaching, sewing, keeping boarders, work- 
ing in cotton factories and book bindertes, 
at typeset@ng and household service—she 
neglected the large number who were still 
employed in domestic manufactures. At 
that period, too, dressmaking and mil- 
linery were wholly in the hands of women. 
in every community women went from 
house to house to make dresses, and as 
tailors of children’s garmenis more e¢es- 
pecially. 

The introduction of women to industry 
is, therefore, mot at all a noveltylof the 
last generation. Nor has the change in 
the forms of their labor brought about 
a competition with men which has lowered 
wages. Wages for both men end women 
are higher now than ever, though the 
seven employments which Miss Martineau 
found open to women in 186 have been 
increased to hundreds. 

Of the population of tha continental 
United States in 1900, the males were 325.- 
816,446 arid the females 87,178,127. Of these, 
% 620,898 males and 24,349,191 females were 
15 years or over. More than nine-tenthe 
of those males were engaged tn gainful 
occupations, but of the females not much 
more than one-fifth. Under the old svs- 
tem of household manufactures girle and 
women were much more generally em- 
ployed.

REVOLUTION IN LITERARY IDEALS 


Many Modern Writers Find Their Inspiration Far Down in the Underworld 
of the Poor. 


Replying to Gertrude Atherton, the fa- 
mous novelist who charged that modern 
literature was largely bourgeois, or middle. 
class, and lacking in the power to inspire 
or uplift its readers, Upton Sinclair, in 
Collier’s Weekly, calls attention to the fact 
that many great writers have abandoned 
the middle-class literary ideal entirely, and 
find their motive wholly in socialistic 
ideals. Mr. Sinclair says: 

“Of course we are vot all bourgeois, else 
We were lost. Many critics have risen up to 
reply to Mrs. Atherton, and thcy have 
named many Yriters from Whitman on. 
The main point, however, all these defend- 
ers have missed, just as Mrs. Atherton 
missed the main point in her attack. Al! 
her argument would have at once become 
clear had she understood that what she was 
attacking was thé literature of Capitalism, 
and all the arguments of her critics would 
have become clear had they only perceived 
that they were defending the literature of 
Bocialism. Whitman himself, for instance, 
would, if he were alive today, be stump- 
tng the country for the Socialist ticket; all 
his followers are doing it, without excep- 
tion, and the same thing is true of the 
followers of Emerson and Whittier, of Lin- 
colm, Wendell Phillips, and every other 
freedom-loving man we ever had. 

It all comes from the mighty revolution 
that is gathering its forces, far down in the 
underworld of the poor. It has been going 
on for forty or fifty years in Europe, from 
Which Mrs. Atherton writes, and so it is 
éhat Burope has a party of righteousness, 
and a literature that is neither bourgeois 
nor timid nor anaemic—but SBocialist. 
Bijornsen, Macterlinck, Sudermann, Haupt- 
mann, Ibsen, Tolstoy, Zola, Gorky—all these 
men are Socialists, or in sympathy with 
Socialism, and becoming more so- every 
day; they cannot help it, for they see that 
by no other party can anyhing be done.

And let any one imagine the 
amount of agony it must have taken to 
get Mr. Shaw irmto a political party; but 
here he is, and pleading for pardon. “We 
are told,’’ he writes, “that when Jehovah 
created the world, he saw that it was 
g00d.

The same thing is going on in this 
country—it {s going on rapidly, for what 
takes a generation in Europe only takes 
& decade here. Mrs. Josephine Daskam 
Bacon, replying to Mrs. Atherton, quotes 
many authors who are not bourgeois. 
Bret Harte and Mark Twain were, of 
course, absurd to mention, for they belong 
to another era; Bret Harte is dead and 
Mr. Clemens has not published anything 
worth reading for long, long years. She 
names Mr. Howells, however, and Mr. 
Howells is a Socialist. She names Mr. 
Stewart ward White, and Mr. Owen 
Wister, Mr. Thompson-Seton, and Mr. 
Henry Wallace Phillips; I do not know if 
these gentlemen be Socialists, but I notice 
that they all deal with the wilds and jun- 
gies of nature, and so may perhaps not 
know much about the wilds and jungies 
of the cities of civilized man. Some do 
know—Mr, Edwin Markham and Mr. Bru- 
no Lessing, for instance—and these are 
Socialists. Others who took part in this 
debate named the late Frank Norris; I do 
not know if he was a conscious Soctalist, 
but I do know that in ‘The Octopus” he 
wrote a book which furnishes to the So- 
/Clalist one of his few indispensable cam- 
paign documents. They named Mr. Bliss 
Carman and Mr, Richard Le Gallienne, 
and these are Socialists. They also named 
Mr. Jack London, and Mr. Jack London is 
one of the leaders among the politically 
active Socialists of America.”

‘Abe Attell’s Renown Did Not Shield 


Him From Defeat by Tommy 
Sullivan. 


CLAIM OF FOUL WAS DENIED 


‘After Turbulent Scene at Ringside, 


Friends of Both Joined in Ac- 
claiming Winner.

BAW, the fight between Abe Attell and 
Brooklyn Tommy Sullivan from

Both men were trained 
to a haltir’s edge, and their muscles showed 
clean-cut -and hard under their smooth 
Skin, 

The point which virtually defeated Attell 
wus the failure @f his left hand. Attell 
was never faster in his life. but the col 
boxer who faced him showed speed and 
quick judgment that surprised everyone, 
including Attell. Time after time in the 
opening round Attell’s left darted out like 
She snap of a spring, and every effort of Sul- 
ivan was timed perfectly. Attell's loft was 
short. Then Attell took to footwork that 
was faster than the retreat of the grass- 
lizard, and enveloped Sullivan tn cyclome 
rushes. He landed repeatedly’ on 
tactics, but every time he came 
took a punching in the body. 

When the third round opened, Sullivan 
wns even more aggressive. He suddenly 
struck out with his left, and Attell’'s head 
shot back like the Hid of a trap.
